Found: A big bridge that hed 
been missing for three years. 

Announcing that Wednesday, 
Vics Chairman Paul Rardin of 
the county commission said the 
find had set in motion an airplane 
search of Lake Okeechobee for 
another bridge lost for one year 

Rardin explained: 

Both bridges had connected 
Kraemer island in Lake Okeecho- 
bee with the mainland at Chosen 
near Belle Glade: 

Bridge No. 1, vanished in th2 
1947 hurricane. Hunts failed to re- 
veal a trace of it until a few days 
ago. , 

Then Fritz Stein, veteran Ever- 
glades resident, and helpers found 
about 12 spans of it partly sub- 
merged and hidden under willows 
half a mile from its original site 

The timbers representing about 
two thirds of the bridge, are worth 
at least $2,000 as lumber. They're 
being salvaged for use in repairing 
other county bridges. A crew un- 
der J. K. Baker, county road 
superintendent in the Glades is do- 
ing that. 

‘The span was replaced after the 
1947 storm. But the 1949 hurricane 
washed Bridge No. 2 away. Bridge

State Loses Bid 


TALLAHASSEE — Sale of a 
ramie plant and eight acres of 
land jutting into the state Beile 
Glade prison farm is disappointing 
to state officials. 

Commissioner of Agriculture Na- 
than Mayo, directing head of thə 
prison system, announced the sale 
at the meeting of Gov. Fulle 
‘Warren and the state cabinet 
“Tuesday. 

He was informed of the sale b; 
the state prison superintendent 
who said he understood the pur- 
chaser is a man, named Lott. 

Mayo had confirmation of th2 
sale during the afternoon in a tele- 
gram from Wiliam J. Warren, 
acting manager of Reconstruction 
Finance Co., Jacksonville office. 
Warren wired Mayo that RFC ha: 
sold the plant for $75,000 of which 
$20,000 was paid down. 

The state offered $15,000 for the 
property in June. 

The telegram gave no furthe: 
details. Mayo said; however, that 
the equipment or most of it coulc 
be used in production of feed,\or 
in dehydrating vegetables. 

RFC acquired the property 
through enforcement of terms of 
a loan to Florida Ramie Products 
Co., which ‘did not make a success 
of the venture. > : 

The eight-acre strip cuts into-the 
prison property in the form of a’ 
slice of pie, between the railroad 
and highway at Belle Glade. 

It is surrounded by the new pris- 
on building, the prison sugar mill 
other buildings and farm land. 

When the state sold the plant 
site to Ramie Products it. also sold 
5,000, acres of ‘land, 500 acres of it 
for cash. The 500 acres has passed 
into the ownership of RFC but 
the state recovered the 5,000 acres. 

It is part of that recovered be- 
tween Canal Point and Twenty. 
Mile Bend, that the state plans to 
put into usable shape with dikes 
for Cooperative of Palm Beach 
county veteráns.
